FOR SPLENDID ARMORY. 

Architect Shows Plans for Ornate 

Building to Be Reared in Expoa- 

tion Park—Very Imposing. 

The perspective of one of the finest, 
if not the most im armory in 
the United States, was on exhibit yes- 
terday at the Van Nuys, when John 
W. Woolett, the architect of the Los 
Angeles militia headquarters, showed 
for the first time the front elevation. 
It was inspected by county officials, 
military authorities and others inter- 


Woolett and Engineer L. B. Lip- 
pen brought with them not only the 
front view of the handsome struc- 
ture. but the different floor plans for 
final adjustment by Gen. Robert 
Wankowski of the national guard and 
other officials who have the ratifica- 
tion of plans in charge. The most im- 
posing part of the building to be 
erected in Exposition Park will be 
the main entrance. 

This will be of gray stone, possibly 
granite, rising granite steps 
which will lead from the roadwhy 
into the bullding. Two 
Corinthian columns will support the 
on each side of the massive 
bronze doors. Adjoining the columns 
and also in the same mate will 
two buttresses with narrow em- 
brasures in the place of windows. 

The buliding will be 300 feet iong 
by 240 feet wide and two atories and 
a basement. The center will be de- 
voted to drill purpeées and of each 
te there will be rooms. The roof 
wil be a great skylight, assuring the 
best of lighting through the day. The 
basement will be used for an assem- 
biy-room and will contain also the 


ments. 

Final plans for the buflding will be 
made public tn about ten days. The 
major part of the building will w 
constructed of red brick. with steel 
and concrete interior, assufing an ab- 
eslutely fireproof armory.

ISLANDS DENUDED. 

Clarence B. Linton of Long Beach,

OVERNOR BUSY 
WITH POLITICS. 


HE OPENS HIS BULL MOOSE 
CAMPAIGN HERE. 


To an audience that filled the 
Shrine Auditorium, Hiram Johnson, 
Governor of California, candidate of 
the Roosevelt party for Vice-Presi- 
dent, descanted last night of his rea- 
son for not resigning, of the way peo- 
ple do not vote in New York, of pro- 
tection and a tariff for revenue only, 
and of his pleasure at meeting the 
people of Southern California, to 
whom he said he had come to say 
good-by, and God bless them, just be- 
fore he started across the border of 
the State for what he called “the ter- 
ritory of Reed Smoot.” 

Johnson had a busy day of it, with 
many visitors at his hotel, a lunch- 
eon at the Los Angeles Athletic Club 
at noon and a dinner at the same in- 
stitution in the evening, followed by 
his speech. 

A chorus of 300 women started 
singing patriotic songs at 7:30 o'clock, 
at which time the doors of the Shrine 
Auditorium had already been closed, 
and at 8 o'clock Meyer Lisener intro- 
duced W. D. Stephens, Representative 
in Congress from the old Seventh Dis- 
trict, as chairman of the evening. 
Johnson was applauded as he stepped 
on the stage, and there was a pause 
in the proceedings while the wom- 
en's chorus sang “Onward, Christian 
Soldier,” and the band played an ac- 
eompaniment. As Stephens stepped 
forward the chorus sang the same 
song. 
Chester H. Rowell made his bow as 
soon as Stephens had spoken a few 
words, and spent half an hour in taik- 
ing about the Bull Moose convention 
at Chicago. He explained that he 
probably is the only man in history 
who ever took part in preparing the 
political platform of two different 
parties in the same campaign, but he 
said nobody knew and nobody cared 
what was in the platform. 

Stephens took a quarter of an hour 
to introduce the Governor, and then 
the band played and the thorus again 
sang “Ouward, Christian Soldier.” 
Johnson went over the same old story 
that he has told in interviews and 
speeches before, as an introduction, of 
how “the will of a majority of 77,000 
people of California was overcome by 
repudiated bosses at Chicago,” to use 
his own words. “I wish I had the

Unable to Account for Her 
Husband's Suicide. 


Man’s Father Says He Wants 
Proof of Marriage. 


Investigating Son's Tragic 
Death in Oakland. 


“I am Mra. Grace T. Miles, widow 
of J. T. Miles, and as such should 
receive any consideration due,” de- 
elared a quiet little woman. 4 
in @ plainiy-tallored biack suit, wear- 
ing a white vell and a big biack pic- 
ture hat, trimmed in aigrets, @s she 
sat with her friend and adviser, Miss 
Ethel Francia, in the parlor of the An- 
gelus Hotel, where she has been stay- 
Ing for several days past, without 
Seneral knowledge of the outside 
world as to her identity. 

She made no wild claims or start- 
ling assertions and seemed in a pre- 
Gicament as to what to do in the 
finale of the bitter tragedy in which 
her reputed husband of only a few 
days committed suicide the &t. 
Marks Hotel in Oakia 

“T can't, really I can’t, tell anything 
because I don't know what to say,” she 
stated as her voice quivered and her 
dark eyes filled with tears 

“Joseph T. Miles and I were friends 
of three years’ stan@ing, having met 
in Kanpeas City. Later we met in St. 
Joseph, Mo., my home city, and then 
again on this coast. On two occasions 
previous to our wedding on the &th 
inst.. he had asked me to marry him, 
but I was at the time unable to de- 
cide. When we met during the latter 
part of July he was more desirous 
than ever of marrying and I consent- 
ed, with the result that we were wed 
by Rev. J. A. Bernthal. a clergyman 
residing on Eddy street, San Francis- 
co.” 


Four days later, Mrs. Miles stated, 
she received a telegram from her 
mother in 8t. Joseph, telli of her 
serious iliness and practically com- 
manding her immediate return. 

“Refore we rted, Mr. Miles told 
me he would follow shortly, as soon 
as he could straighten out some of 
his financial affairs, which he had told 
me even before we were married were 
not prccesingly bright, owing to the 
an his father had taken toward 
m.

of the same city. who died in a short 
time after their wedding. Mra. Miles 
je a comely little woman, of axcel- 
Jent figure and rather a charming 
face, one that bears traces of a few 
of the sorrows she has suffered. She 
will leave the hotel to take up her 
residence in the city with relatives. 

The father of young Miles was 
seen yesterday afternoon at his beau- 
tiful home, No. 43 Westmoreland 
Place. He admitted that Mrs. Tag- 
gart-Miles had called him up severa) 
times on the telephone and that he 
had held two conferences with her at 
the Angelus. These conferences led to 
nothing in the shape of a settlement 
of any kind, Miles declaring that he is 
waiting for the woman who bears his 
son's name to make some sort of a 


move. 
FATHER SKEPTICAL. 

“I don’t know whether she married 
my son a few days before he killed 
himself or not,” said Miles. “If she 
did, the fact is easily proven, and I 
expect to. know in a few days whether 
the marriage occurred or not. 

“This woman has not made any 
@emand on me of any sort, and when 
I talked with her she intimated in no 
way that she is in any need of money 
ar expects to receive any from me. 
She must know this, and that is that 
if my son did leave any estate it 
would not be here in Los Angeles. My 
eon was left a certain interest in prop- 
erty by his grandfather's will, but he 
disposed of these interests to me some 
time ago. If he has any other prop- 
erty it is for her to find out where 
it is. 


“When the woman who asserts she 
ia my son's widow talked to me she 
eaid they were married on the &th 
inet. She could not or would not tell 
me what she and my son did between 
that date and the day on which he 
killed himself. She told me that on 
the morning of the 13th inst.. a few 
days before my son's death, she was 
called home by a telegram which an- 
nounced that her mother was yery ill.

Japan’s Leading Educator of 
Women, Here, Says So.

Dr. Naruse Touring World 
for Data on Fair Sex. 


That woman should receive the 
same cducational advantages ag men 
and taught to be self-confidegt and 
self-assured ia the opinion ef Dr. 
Jinzo Naruse of Japan. who arrived 
here yesterday on a world tour for 
the study of woman's training. He 


believes that moral as well as men- 
tal superiority is secured by educa- 
tion. but that women are not yet 
competent to vote. For the present he 
is opposed to woman's suffrage in 
Japan. 

te: Naruse is a Harvard graduate 
and ia the president and founder of 
the Japan Women’s University, the 
first ang largest university for wom- 
en in the land of the cherry blos- 
som. He will remein in this city 
for a few days as the guest of prom- 
inent Japanese and will then 0 
Bast. He intends to visit the wom- 
en's colleges and vwniversities of 
this country with a view to gotting 
ideas for the benefit of the univer- 
sity in Tokio. Afterward he will 
spend about four months studving 
conditions in European universities.

GAGGED BIG CAFES. 


O LONGER will your filet mig- 
be served to the syncopated 
strains of King Chanticler. 

No longer will you be induced to 
ravenously devour your pate de fol 
gras by the fact that “Everybody's 
Doin’ 

And no longer will the notes of 
“Fiddle up, Fiddle Up” interfere with 
the proper enjoyment of things gas- 
tronomic, for the edict has gone forth 
that from now on, henceforth and 
forever more, all playing of ragtime 
music or other so-called perversions 
of syncopated rhythm must cease in 
the cafes and grills of the larger 
downtown hotels. 

The order is sweeping and includes 
the Alexandria, Angelus, Van Nuys 
and Lankershim hotels. With one 
fell sweep of the managerial arm rag- 
time music was banished into the 
limbo of things undesirable. 

Almost from time immemorial has 
it been the custom for the very latest 
spasm in ragtime music to be hurled 
at the guest as he or she entered the 
magnificent dining places of the great 
tourist hotels. The newer the better 
these pieces and a great rivalry 
sprang up between the leaders of ary 
various orchestras in the different big 
hotels to seize or discover some new 
syncopated fandango that would cause 
the feet of the guests to begin to 
shuffle. In fact so great became the 
emulation between the orchestras that 
all other music was forgotten. 

The hotel managers have for some 


wet 


lite notes from discriminating guests 
suggesting that a smaller deluge of 
ragtime would be acceptable. 

But as long as other hotel grills 
and dining salons entertained their 
guests while dining with ragtime each 
hotel manager postponed the day 
when he would abolish the catchy 
tunes.

ECOND TRIAL 
DARROW’S DOSE. 


MOTION TO QUASH INDICTMENT 
SPEELILY KNOCKED OUT. 


Clarence Darrow will have to stand 


& second trial for jury bribery. This 


Was decided in short order by Judge 
Willis yesterday when he virtually 
held that arguments by defendant's 
counsel were unnecessary and over- 
ruled the motion to quash the indict- 
ment based on the alleged bribery of 
Robert F. Pain, one of the permanent 
jurors in the McNamara case. 

At 10 o'clock this morning the case 
will be set for trial after Deputy Dis- 
triet Attorney Hammon and Earl 
Rogers have decided upon some date, 
probably about the middle of Octo- 
ber. The name of the judge who will 
try the case has not been made pub- 
lic, but it is believed it will be either 
Judge Conley of Madera county or 
Judge McCormick of the local bench. 
Both are believed to be acceptable to 
the prosecution. No reason has been 
advanced why either judge would not 


be satisfactory to Darrow and his 
rounsel. 

The entire procedure was snappy 
and to the point. Earl Rogers de- 
clared that the evidence had already 
been given in the former case based 
on the Lockwood indictment and that 
it would be a waste of time to try the 
second indictment. 

“I think defendant's counsel some- 
what presumptuous to state in court 
what evidence the District Attorney 


Judge Willis at once declared that 


he, as judge, had no right to presume 


what evidence the State might have 
and that he would dismiss the motion. 
Rogers looked surprised, but did not 
argue. He said he had peen in court 
for three months on the former case 
and for the past eight months had 
been without rest. He desired, there- 
fore, to have the present case set for- 
ward to as late a date as possible. 
“Your Honor, I think it will take at 
least two months to get the jury,” 
said he. 

“It need not take any such time as 
that,” remarked Judge Willis, some- 
what dryly. “The entire case can be 
tried in three or four weeks, I be- 
lieve. The case will be set for trial 
tomorrow.” 

According to law, the case must be 
set for some date within sixty days 
unless there is a stipulation to the 
contrary.
